Reports reaching this office recently 
indicate that in some quarters the be­ 
lief prevails that friendly aliens who 
have not declared their intention to 
become citizens, but who are ready 
and willing to serve, are disqualified 
from entering the servce of the United 
States and therefore that they must 
take out first papers before they are 
accepted. 
It is regretted that such a 
misunderstanding should have arisen. 
The qualifications for voluntary ser­ 
vice in time of war are no more re­ 
stricted for service 
in the new 
na­ 
tional army than for the regular army. 
Such alien non-declarants are virtual­ 
ly volunteers. 
The selective 
service 
act provided for their registration, but 
it did not regard them as being under 
any liability to serve, and it therefore 
gave them full liberty to claim exemp­ 
tion when called by local boards. Now
